City of Elba officials remind citizens of leash law 


The City of Elba this 
week issued a reminder to 
citizens regarding the “leash 
law” in the city pertaining 
to animals. 

Elba City Council mem- 
ber Bryan Grimes said dur- 
ing the council meeting 
earlier this week that he 
had received several com- 
plaints about dogs running 
loose in neighborhoods in 
his district, specifically the 
Brookdale subdivision and 
New Town area. 

He said several people 
out walking in the neighbor- 
hoods had been harassed by 
loose dogs. 

Council member Gappa 

Wise said he too had 
received a dog complaint 
from the Sunset Blvd. area 
in his district. 
_ Both council mem- 
bers encouraged city hall 
to remind citizens of the 
law against dogs running at 
large within the city limits. 
They said maybe this would 
help get the problem under 
control. 

The City of Elba Code, 


Area Happenings 


Section 10-38, Running At 
Large reads as follows: 

(a) Confinement of dogs 
on private premises. It shall 
be unlawful and punishable 
as a misdemeanor for any 
person owning, keeping, 
possessing, harboring or 
maintaining a dog to cause, 
permit or allow such dog 
to be at large on or about 
his place, lot or premises in 
the city. All dogs in the city 
shall be kept: 

(1)Confined within a 
fence, wall or other enclo- 
sure in such a manner as 
to effectively prevent the 
escape of such dog; or 


(2)Restrained by a leash, 


cord or chain of not less 
than ten feet in length and 
secured to a collar, with 
swivel connections, in such 
a manner as to effectively 
prevent the escape of the 
dog; provided, however, the 
length of the leash, cord or 
chain shall be reduced to 
such length as to prevent the 


dog, when so secured, from 
entering premises other than 
that of the owner. 
(b)Restraint of dogs in 
public places and off prem- 
ises. It shall be unlawful 
and punishable as a mis- 
demeanor for any person 
owning, keeping, possess- 
ing, harboring or maintain- 
ing a dog to cause, allow 
or permit such dog to run

Congress is currently 
considering spending pro- 
posals for a new infrastruc- 
ture Bill. As a part of 
this Bill they are studying 
several ways to increase 
tax revenue, one of which 
would require all financial 
institutions to report to the 
IRS all transactions into or 
out of personal or commer- 
cial accounts with a bal- 
ance of $600 or more.

How can you overcome the problems you face after your spouse has 
died? First, you must recognize grief is necessary, and it is something 
you must work through. There is no shortcut. 


try to “protect” your children or other family members by hiding your 
sadness. Express your anger if you are feeling it. This is the time to 
lean on your friends. They may feel awkward for a while because they 
don't know how to talk to you about your loss. You can help them help 
you by simply telling them what you need. 

Lighten Your Schedule. If you normally have a pressing schedule, 
try to lighten it. Remember, grief is mentally taxing. You don’t need the 
added strain of too much to do. Set aside some quiet times just for 
yourself, so you can think about your spouse's death and put things 


in perspective. 


Remember There is No Timetable. Healing doesn’t happen 
overnight. It happens gradually, and there is not a normal timetable for 
grieving. For some people it may take weeks or months to start to feel 
better. For others, it may take years, It's also important to remember: 
that even if you have accepted your loss, that doesn't mean you have 


forgotten the person. 


What if you can't seem to handle your grief? It's important to 
understand that there is no timetable for grief, so it is difficult to say 
when a person needs professional help. 

If you are worried that you are not coping well with your grief, you 
might consider talking to a counselor.

Where do you go when you don’t 
know where to go? 


I talk to a lot of people...all kinds of people. After all, 
as a minister, that’s kind of what I do! And I’ve heard a lot 
of stories through the years...about pain, discouragement, 
loss, and longing. You know that deep down longing for 
hope and something more amid all the heartbreak of life. 
For some, though, there wasn’t much longing at all, or 
hope for that matter. They had sort of given up. Here’s 
one man’s story. I'll call him John (not his real name). 
Here’s what he wrote about his life: 

“Life is hard to consider a gift. For me, it’s been a 
tragedy. Life is a tragedy. It has been departure after 
departure, pain upon pain. And it’s eating my guts out. All 
I have or have had is being eaten away and the joy is small. 

“T have died a million deaths and been born one time. 
The past is only regret that I have to try to live with. If it 
weren’t for my fear of hell and my love of God, I'd die this 
minute. Life is a tragedy. 

“Twenty-one years is not long compared to eighty-one, 
but pain has sucked the life from me till there’s nothing 
left to live the next sixty. I often curse the day I was born. 
T once wrote a song: 

You're always leaving 
And I’m always coming 

I don’t know which way to be running 
Where do I go?” 

What would you say to this young man? He’s not by 
himself in his feelings, you know. Whatever happened to 
cause him to feel as he does isn’t some isolated experience. 
It’s how many people feel about life. Thomas Carlyle 
wrote, “He was born a man but died a grocer.” That was 
his way of saying that something priceless had been lost 
between birth and death. Yes, life can be a tragedy. But it 
doesn’t have to be! 

Jesus said, “...I came so people can have real and eternal 
life, more and better life than they ever dreamed of” (John 
10:10, MSG). 

He also once asked, “Are you tired? Worn out? Come 
to me. Get away with me and you'll recover your life. I 
won’t lay anything heavy on you. Keep company with me 
and you'll learn to live freely and lightly” (Matthew 11:28- 
30, MSG, adapted). 

Perhaps you’ve been feeling like the young man in this 
article. Why don’t you give Jesus a try? What do you 
have to lose? 

If you'd like to talk, I’m very happy to listen. Come see 
me.
